"The soil In tlie Peace Biver dUtrict 
i.s rlean and feilile, yields per acre of 
40 bushels of wheal and li5 bushels of 
outL be:ng obtained in many places.

Bovey Shield Contest 
Another opportunity for practice 
in debating which freshmen may 
avail themselves is tho tmnual contest 
for the Bovey Shield which wilt also 
bo hold In the near future. This con- 
test Is open exclusively to first year 
men. 

Plans for a number of debates with 
outside universities arc being con- 
sidered by tho executive. An offer 
lias coino from tho l"iiiveisity of 
Porto Rico for ;i debate between 
McGIll and lhat university; a team 
from England Is expected to come 
to Can.-ida and will In all probability 
deb.ito at McGlll. 

Work of Executive 
Owing lo the fact that the Presi- 
dent of Iho Debating Union, J. Alex 
Edmlson will havo a. great deal of 
work lo do this year, tho exccutlvo 
havo decided to co-opernto more 
closely than In former years. K;uh 
member of tho executlvo will in turn 
taku over tho conduct ot ono mcelllng 
and thus lighten the work ot tho Pre- 
sident.

of pathology and medicine. On tho 
other hand few clinicians are sut- 
flclently familiar with tho details oC 
pathological anatomy and alono -an 
scarcely uao pathological materi.ii 
to Its best advanUge, Tho combina- 
tion ot tho two, however, should 
îjrlng helpful results." In this man- 
ner. Dr. L. J. Rhe.% Chief Patho- 
logist at tho .Montreal General 
Hospit.al, stressed tho importance of 
tho correlation of pathology to clin- 
ical medicine in his address to tho 
Medical Undergraduates' Society at 
last night's meeting. 

Intimate Correlation 

'Pathology, more than any other 
ot the primary subjects, is closest 
related to clinical medicine ven 
though moat of you tend to think of 
It as a part of the dead and has a 
relation to living medicine only aa 
tho source from which it came. To 
many, postmortem rooms carry a 
hopeless atmosphère of death In- 
stead of one of life about them, but 
lesions seen In tho postmorten> 
room, in the amputed leg, in tiio re- 
sected tumors, wero but yesterday 
an intricate part of tho human beins 
and played a role in tlio bioIoglcU 
activity of the human being to which 
they belonged. A man who died oiT 
typhoid fever at S a.m. has the samo 
essential lesions at 11 p.m. wlu;n the 
postmortem is made. Tho difCcrtnco 
in them is that one sees ihcni. not 
as a part of the diseased condition 
that lead to the death of the human 
being. 

Man A Unit 

"There Is yet another important 
point that is often overlooked, an 
ill man after air Is but an altered 
normal man. Because of the inti- 
mate i-elation of the parts of the 
body the correlation of pai'.iolofjy 
and clinical medicine involves 'i con- 
sideration of the di.-^eased man as -i 
whole, not as having an i.solatcd 
lesion in some part of his body." 

Dr. Rhsa. with slides showing 
lesions duo to shcllfiro in the Great 
War, gave concrete e.\anii'l.:s of 
how a thorough knowlodsc of ratli- 
olosry c.Nphiined clinic*! si^n.s a:ii,' 
symptoms, and even showed ways to 
health. 

In closing. Dr. Khea accentuated 
tho inward .satisfaction experienced 
by the clinician who has a thoiougli 
knowledge of tho relations betwei.Mi 
p;Uholosical condition and olinicul 
symploiiis.

MAGNIFICENT as has been the advance 
of science in recent years, and greatly 
as the world has progressed under its in- 
fluence, thei-e is a feeling abi'oad that 
.several classes of the population have been 
missed out in the general bettevment. In 
the steel industry new processes have re- 
duced the production of steel rails to almost 
as prosaic an operation as the production 
of sausages. It has been said of the fishing 
, trade in Scotland that several of the larger 
ship-building enterprises on the Clyde 
build steam trawlers by the mile, sawing 
them off in appropriate lengths to fill ord- 
ers. Our own Stephen Leacock attests to 
the general advancement by announcing 
that the pi-essing problem of milk-bottle 
caps in the United States has been entirely 
solved by the introdution of a new cap 
which requires^ pull instead of piish. 

But we, as students cannot be quite as 
enthusiastic over the rise and development 
of the steel business, or over the miles and 
miles of Scots fishing boats, or over the 
new departure in milk-bottle caps as we 
might be expected to be. What, we pause 
rhetorically to ask, has science ever done 
for us? The answer is — just nothing. To 
master Gi'eek-now we study just as hard 
as they did back in the time of good Queen 
Anne. The indefensible mazes of higher 
mathematics are just as complicated now 
as they were before trains began to vomit 
black smoke all over a smiling countrj'side. 
And science goes on its way doing nothing 
for us_; and worse still, holding out no 
promise of future bestirment. 

But dark and dismal as the picture is, 
with its generations of students to come, 
each one of whom must work as hard as 
we have done, there is a .slight leaven of 
hope. We quote from an eminent contem- 
porary: — 

" ^It foreshadows the time when 

all theatres will have their own television 
screens, and will be supplied with programs 
f;-om a great central studio. Indeed, it is 
not at all impossible that some day we shall 
not have to go to the theatre at all, but 
shall have our own home apparatus, just 
as we have our own wireless sets with 
which we are kept in touch with the rest of 
the world." • ' 

At this, hope, long doi'mant, fills our 
breast. At last it may be possible for 
scïâsce to do something for the student. At 
'some future date we will not need to 
attend a university but will be able to doze 
.comfortably at home, recumbent on a 
^j^^ljsilield, where we may see and hear 
lectures on all subjects, irrespective of pur 
dress and deportment.

The culture ot England bar; not as yd pene- 
trated Can.ad.a, except perhaps at Victoria In B.C., 
and tho sreat families of Canada are able, if there 
Is a surplus son, to make liim a vice-president of 
tho father's company, a director In tho Sun Lifo, or 
some other useful position whereby ho may nd- 
r.mce the prestige oC Canada. And when you conic 
to think of it, to go west from Victoria would mean 
the cold waters of tho P.aclfic, a. very gopd method 
n-ith surplus sons but rather unethical. Of course 
there ]s always Hawaii and Honolulu, and surplus 
sons like that kind of stuff. 

I think that Clough. same pranuncl.atlon, 
checked and double checked by the Players' Club, 
must be given full credit for tho creation of tho 
Idea, tor ho starts off, In those same four verses, 
by saying, 

•'Say not the struggle naught avalleth." And 
chat is most applicable to the McGlll leather punt- 
ers, and all things must be checked up, In univer- 
sity and In the universe, by that standard.

GRADES AND EDUCATION 

The most serious problem confronting modern 
educniluM III the UnilcU Slales Is llio credit system 
In auiUomlo work, the llov. Dr. Charles U O'Don- 
ncll, prosklent of Notro Dn^no university, told tho 
press locctitly In on Interview. < 

"Tho ciedll System la an pbscsslon on the 
undcrijrtuluulu mind today. Sludent» nro working 
by tho credit clock. I think 11 Is up lo tho faculty 
to crealo an Inlcrcal lu learninu' for learning's 
sake; tho viUuo ot knowlodyo ll.-jclf, i.n.l soini- 
standard on which a. degree can bo kIvoii," Dr. 
O'Doaiicll told hill Inlervlowcrn. "It ix ii mucliliio- 
llko thint,'. Ihia credit syslom, but 1 think ii groat 
l>rofcEsor can offset Iho menace of crédits." 

Then as ho decried the credit nystcni Di-. 
O Donnoll ndmlllcU lhal It would bo u dltflculi task 
for tinlverKltlcs to abolish It. 

Thcro Is the samo argument that wo Imvi 
heard advanced aroiind uu before. Do grades 
necessarily rcprosont tho knowledge utmlcnts de- 
rive from ro;n-«e»V When a atiidont has rccolvcil 
the rcfitilii-.l ci-cdll I1UU1-.S for gradunlloii In the 
univcrtiily, haa lie also received an cilucatlon? 

Thoso are the fiucslions that wo would liko 
to have answered and they nro not st.artUnK re- 
quests for thcro have been many bcforo us who 
have pondered over the same iiucrlos. Wo believe 
as docs Dr. O'Donnell that grades and credits are 
problems of tho American universities, especially 
grades. Year after year wo soo thoso around us, 
some oC whom make exceptionally high marks and 
many who make lower ones. That Is natural, of 
course, but the fact also follows that tho group 
who wore exceptional In grades are not as that 
same group exceptional In work after college. 

Tct tho undergraduate always haa the horror 
of grades hanging over his head because It Is the 
standard by which the majority of fielectlons in 
his undergraduate llCo aro made. Again tho prob- 
lem of grades confronts him In his first venture 
for a position after graduation. When there aro 
several applicants with apparently tho same, quali- 
fications for a position, tho best grades in college 
subjects are certainly tho deciding factor. 

Is it any wonder that grades and credits have 
become an obsession on tho undcrgraduato mind? 
With grades the only visible means ot the majority 
In ascertaining the extent of an undergraduate's 
education and such stress placed on that single 
factor, It is only natural that the student now 
works for grades Instead of an education. 

Dr. O'Donnell points out that a great professor 
can offset the menace. Easier ,stUl— when the pre- 
sent stress that Is laid to grades In the American 
universities Is removed, icwning for learning's 
sake will be restored.

WHO OUGHT TO GO TO COLLEGE? 

The quesUon of who should go to college is 
not new In tho modern sense. Since the World War 
there havo been growing registration lists In 
practically .all ot our grade "A" Institutions, and 
tho "go to college movement" has gained a great 
deal ot attention. Educators and other interested 
parties have asked the question: Why? It Is diffi- 
cult to answer. There are perhaps as many reasons 
for going to college as there aro students who go. 
•Some for pleasure, some for an education, some 
because they are made, and aomo because they 
want to. 

Colleges and universities have made efforts to 
pick their students from tho most promising of 
the high school graduates. This method has its flno 
points, but It is not universally aecoptod. Besides, 
it seems just that every in.an or woman who really 
wants an educaUon should bo given the opporlun- 
It, at least, regardless of his I.Q. 

Mr. Howard makes a significant statement 
concerning this phase: "Knowledge should be mado 
available lo everybody, tree as light und air." And 
here 5s tho alenlflcant thing: "But, iho social pio.i. 
tlge that attends the colleges today brings to their 
gates tens of thousands whoso real interest is not 
In tiitolleclual things. It llieso Institutions could 
he stripped of that false glamour, and It tholr 
proper Intellectual function could bo duly oinplm- 
sU^d, tho larger problem ot who ought to go to 
college would be HlmpHfled and the answer made 
more olejir." Think that over.

Of lha eight high ranking student."! 
in tho University, whose average for 
tho past semester were' announced 
Wednesday, only two were taking as 
many as sixteen hours of work. Three 
carried flfteen hours, two thirteen 
hours, and ono twelve hours, an 
average of fourteen and five-tenths for 
the eight. In this small group, the 
highest average wr.a over 96 per cent, 
tho lowest 94 per cent. 

On first thought, wo reason that 
these students made excellent grades 
because^hey had comparatively "light" 
w.ork. And we are correct so far as 
we go. 

But Is it not possible that students 
capablo of making superlatively high 
averages take few hours because they 
laro students? 

Theoretically, most of us realize that 
to master one subject is both praise- 
worthy and more practical than to be- 
come vaguely familiar with several. 
Yet we slump Into tho hubit ot skim- 
ming over a number ot courses: we 
content ourselves with acquiring hours 
needed f of graduation. 

At ono time In America, and In 
most ot Europe nt the present, the ob- 
ject of a University education is to 
develop mentality and increase aca- 
démie knowledge. Pertagoglcal pur- 
suits did perhaps becomo too heavy. 
Intense, and stilling during this period 
tor tho student's welfare. But when 
opposition to that situation came, the 
pendulum, as Is its habit, swung much 
too far. 

In fact, this at llrst slncoio opponl- 
tlon developed into a sort o£ fiothy 
aiitl-lntelligcnula sentlinout that found 
its chief support In tho ranks of 
scntlcr-bralnod youths In college and 
the groat uninformea public outside ot 
college. 

Homo ot tho Ideas, voiced, echoed, 
iiiitl rc-cchood, that becamo leas rea- 
snnablo with each account, wcro "Oh, 
but you shouldn't sludy loo hard; it 
dncsu'l develop you, really," and even 
"Social llfo Is pcrhupa tho gicalest ad- 
vantage offered l« college." 

It Is lime that prolloleticy In studies 
again boiioino a iniuU oC honor In the 
eyes of ppi soiia hoi h Inalilo and oul- 
Hlilo Ihhi Unlvcialty ami othoi-.s. 

TiOt uu hope that this era of moau- 
iufilosB "liouru" and "degrees" wUl bu 
replaced by a wliulcsonio and uncom- 
promising respect for knowledge.
